Proceedings of the annual town meeting of the voters of 
the Town of Chesterfield, called at the Town Hall in said town 
on Tuesday, the 8th day of March, 1921. 


The meeting was ealled to order by the Moderator, Louis 


D. Herrick at 9 a. m. and the warrant read: 


The articles in the warrant were disposed of as follows: 


Article 1. For Town Clerk. Voted that the Moderator 
be instructed to cast one ballot for Burton C. Thatcher for 
Town Clerk, and he was declared elected by the Moderator. 

Voted: To take up article 4 and to receive ballots on the 
questions submitted by the convention to revise the Constitu- 
tion until 3 p. m. , 

Voted to take up Article 23 and to instruct the Selectmen 
to bring suit within three months against all delinquent tax 


payers, prior to the tax of 1920. 


Article 2. For Selectman for 3 years: George O. Cobleigh 
had one vote, Perley A. Richardson had 1 vote, Alba A. Farr 
had 32 votes, Harold E. Randall had 54 votes and Harold E. 
Randall having a majority of the votes cast was declared 
elected by the Moderator. 

For Selectman for 2 years: A. M. Spring had 1 vote, Leon 
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Stoddard had 1 vote, Roger C. Spaulding had 80 votes and 
Roger C. Spaulding having a majority of the votes cast was 
declared elected by the Moderator. 


For Selectman for 1 year: George A. Tuttle had 82 votes 
and George A. Tuttle having all the votes cast was declared 
elected by the moderator. 

Voted that the Selectmen act as assessors. 


Article 3. For Town Treasurer: Voted that the clerk be 
instructed to cast 1 ballot for Harold EH. Foster for Tow: 


Treasurer and he was declared elected by the Moderator. 


For Auditors: Clifford W. Tuttle, George L. Brown and 
Roderick W. Miller were elected auditors by a voice vote and 


it was so declared by the moderator. 


For Road Agent (Center District): Robert R. Robbins had 
1 vote, Nellie Holman had 8 votes, Walter G. Barrett had 70 
votes and Walter G. Barrett having a majority of the votes cast 


was declared elected by the moderator. 


For Road Agent, (Spofford District): Nathan Puffer had 
1 vote, Lena Hildreth had 4 votes, John A. K. Schlichting had 
20 votes, Fred O. C. Farr‘ had 59 votes and Fred O. C. Farr 
having a majority of the votes cast was declared elected by 


the moderator. 


For Road Agent, (West District): Ernest A. Carey had 
40 votes, Moses H. Chickering had 60 votes and Moses H. 
Chickering having a majority of the votes east was declared 


elected by the moderator. 


For Constables: Charles Spaulding, Edward B. Ball and 


Harold E. Randall were elected Constables by a voice vote and 


it was so declared by the moderator. 


For Surveyors of Wood and Lumber: Harold EK. Randall, 
Harold EK. Foster and Frank M. Holman were elected as Sur- 
veyors of Wood and Lumber by a voice vote and it was so 
declared by the moderator. 


For Fence Viewers: Fred O. C. Farr, Charles W. Ander- 
son and Harold E. Randall were elected Fence Viewers by a 


voice vote and it was so declared by the moderator. 


For Library Trustee: Chester M. Burnham was elected a 
trustee of the Public Library for 3 years by a voice vote and 


it was so declared by the moderator. 


For Trustees of Trust Funds: John A. Joslin was elected 
a Trustee of the Trust Funds for 3 years by a voice vote and 
it was so declared by the moderator. 


For Sextons: John A. Joslin, Fred E. Atherton, George L.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens: 


I am pleased to make this my second annual report on the 


condition of the schools in your town. 


BUILDINGS 


The building at Chesterfield was thoroughly renovated 
this summer, the walls and ceilings having been washed and 
painted. One room had to have new wall surface and so steel 
was used. A double window was installed in the South side of 
each room thereby letting in sufficient light to obviate any pos- 
sibility for defective vision on the part of the pupils. It is or has 
been a statistical fact that childrens’ vision rapidly weakens 
after reaching school and the blame has been placed on the 
conditions of rooms rather than on the extra use of eyes. One 
of the stoves in this building was jacketed and as a result the 
room has a more even heat at all times of the day with a smaller 
consumption of fuel. 

The building at West Chesterfield was refinished inside in 
both rooms and new blackboards were placed in one room. The 
old ones were high and simply painted plaster. The toilets 
there are in much better shape than heretofore and better than 
elsewhere in appearance. The interior and lighting arrangment 
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of the Spofford building needs attention. I wish also to eall 
your attention to the advisability of the jacketed stove for all 
schools as soon as finances will permit. _ 


STATE AID 


Under the law the School Board is required to apply for 
State aid and did so this year in October. A budget was made 
up with the assistance of the superintendent and submitted. 
It was approved by the State Board for the amount of $1794.99. 
That ‘is, the Board was justified to expend on schools in excess 
of the $5 tax a sum equal to that amount. Under the law 
passed by the last legislature, whenever there is not enough 
money in the hands of the State Board to meet all demands of 
various districts, the towns having the lowest tax rate per 
thousand for all school purposes may be eliminated from State 
aid. Such was the case this year to quite an extent. According- 
ly the State Board executed the wishes of the legislature and 
as the law requires reserved five per cent of the total appropria- 
tion for aiding districts. Chesterfield has a tax rate for all 
school purposes of $7.49 or a rate lower than that of 171 other 
school districts in the State. Under these conditions our school 
district was eliminated from the regular allowance and given 
a portion of the five per cent reservation, an amount equal to 
$762.51 less $85.93 on hand. The difference between these two 
amounts ($1794.99 and $762.51) will have to be taken as a de- 
ficit. It may interest the people to know that your neighboring 
district, Westmoreland has a tax rate for schools of $9.47, Wal- 
pole has a rate of $13.63; Sullivan, $12.74; Troy, $16.22; Guil- 
sum, $16.79. The condition as stated above in regard to the 
State aid is much to be regretted but all was done that could 
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5A 
be done since the last legislature made the law as it stands. 


TEACHERS AND STANDARDS 


Our teachers are all young women of experience and train- 
ing. Their caliber of work measures with that of teachers any- 
where. Standard tests which have been given prove this. Some 
new work has been added in two schools. This has been at a 
cost of less than $100 for all. equipment. Some study of agri- 
culture and common sciences has been introduced. ‘These 
studies are destined to turn the attention of your youth toward 
home conditions rather than to turn the attention of all away 
from your town. The so called three ‘‘R’s’’ have not been ne- 
elected nor crowded out of the school rooms. Possibly the best 
proof of this is reference to the meeting held in Chesterfield 
village on Noy. 17 in the evening when much of the regular 
elassroom work was done. In a circular letter from the Com- 
missioner, who was there to see, this meeting was cited as one 
of four or five others that were of the best order. About a 
dozen such meetings had been held elsewhere in the State where 
the Commissioner, Mr. Butterfield, had been present. 

Many can point out ways and methods for making the 
schools less expensive and at the same time less effective. We 
must take both if we take one of these. The item of transporta- 
tion could be taken out to a great extent but to the lasting det- 
riment of the children of West Chesterfield in educational mat- 
ters and this not only to the children transported but to those 
who reside near the school. Such action would not be in keeping 
with the whole trend of the State or country which is now aim- 
ing at equal opportunity for all. 

I wish to thank the people and teachers for their support 
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and hearty hospitality which has been shown on several occa- 
sions at various gatherings. The School Board ought to be es- 
pecially commended for its progressive stand and untiring pa- 


tience in trying, financial matters.
